WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The War Department has 
ordered that the government powder 
plant near Dover, Del., shall within 
ten days begin to manufacture powder 
at the full capacity of the works. 

The capacity of this plant is 1000 
pounds a day. The War Department, 
expects an annual supply 
from that source of 300,000 pounds, In 
addition to this supply, the Ordnance 
Bureau of the War Department has 
advised the purchasing of 3,200,000 
pounds of smokeless powder. In round 
numbers the government, on the War 
Department side, finds that the annual 
amount to be recommended should be 
3,500,000 pounds. 

Experts say that this excedas all rec- 
ords, even the extraordinary purchases 
for the Spanish-American War, for one 
year.

DEVELOPING WELL. 


Fifteen Minths Have Worked Rir- 
acles—Nevada Wonder and Jack

WONDER, Jan. 15.—Wonder has ac- 


»| complished much in the fifteen months’ 


span of its brief t strenuous career 
as one of the high-grade camps of the 
great Sagebrush State of mining, men 
and minerals. It is chiefly remarkable 
for two reasons: First, it comprises 
one of the largest mineralized areas in 
the State, and, secondly, if is a camp 
of uniform values. 

Fifteen months ago Wonder had no 
place on the map, although located 
only sixteen miles from the old “pony 
express” line. so extensively traveled 
during the pailmy days of Virginia 
City, and over which was hauled the 
fabulous fortunes that went west to

known mine in the district, but is not 
locally considered to have a future 
brighter than that of the Jack Pot.

AFT ON A VITAL QUESTION. 
The Times observes that Secretary Taft's 


its. viewpoint on the subject of the rights and wrongs 


ofganized labor. 


It has come to our knowledge that there is extant 
here in Los Angeles a personal letter from Mr. 
Taft which specifically sets forth his views in the 
true light. 


The following editorial from the Washington 


Post, under date of January 12, and republished in 
The Times January 18, is known to express Secre- 
tary Taft's views: 

“The friend of the laboring man ts he who will 
tell him the plain, blunt truth. Judged by that 
test, and it is the only test, there is not a better 
friend of what is called American labor in all the 
Union than William Howard Taft. There are men 
who will protest their solicitude for labor, who will 
condole with it, fal] on its neck and weep salt tears 
over it, and all the time lie for it, for the reason 
that it is a moral and political impossibility for 
these gentry to keep their spinal columns, if they 
have any, erect in the presence of any citizenship 
that can vote. No need to mention them. They 
have all been marked. 

“Mr. Taft tells labor that capital, too, has rights, 
and that the salvation of labor is the guarantee of 
property. Unless capital gets adequate return for 
its enterprise, where is labor going to find a job? 
Men do not establish factories solely to employ la- 
bor and pay it a wage, but factories are erected and 
put in operation to earn dividends for capital. To 
earn such dividends labor is necessary, and that 
labor must not only be well paid, but it must be 
content with its wage and its environments. 

“Mr. Taft also tells labor that it is wrong to boy- 
cott, and he then warns capital that it is wrong to 


blacklist. He approves and applauds the combina- 


tions of labor, and asserts its right to strike when it 
feels that it Is oppressed; but. he declares that un- 
organized labor has as much right to work as or- 
ganized, and we do not believe this generation of 
the American electorate will choose any man to the 
great place of President who teaches anything else. 

“This paper ts not the organ of Mr. Taft, or of 
anybody else, but it indorses his Cooper Union 
speech, and such sentiments as he there uttered 
would add strength to any candidate of either party 
for President of the United States. ao 

“This is yet a government Of justice as well as of 
law, of common sense as well as of patriotism.” 

On what other ground could any good American 
stand? On what other ground could any man dare 
come before this people, ask to be elected President, 
and hope to succeed? 

The attitude of lawless trades unions is fraught 
with evil and often full of menace to the best in- 
terests of the people and the country. There is no 
objection to the organization of labor, but there is 
objection to the frequent and dangerous lawless- 
ness of organized labor. Those who assall this law- 
lessness most vigorously only plead for the great 


principle of liberty under law, for complete free- 


‘dom in the industries, and for the equal rights of 
unorganized labor to protection under the law. 
What could be more momstrous and indefensible 
than the doctrine that organized labor has any su- 


perior rights merely through the fact of organiza- 


tion? Such a thing cannot be under our system. The 
American people cannot show toleration to the doc- 
trine set up by those extremists among labor organi- 
zations who seek to monopolize the labor of the 
country and dictate terms and conditions under 
which independent workmen shall work; refusing 
which, they are to be persecuted, boycotted, driven 
to the wall, stoned, and too often assailed, maimed, 
wounded and even killed. 

The essential duty is to maintain and defend 
freedom in the industries. No man shall be forced 
to join or not to join any labor organization. That 
shall be according to his own choice, preference and 
decision as a full-statured man and citizen, pano- 
plied in the complete armor which ts supplied by 
the Declaration of .ndependence and the Constitu- 
Nothing short of this is American freedom. 
Industrial. freedom is every whit as sacred as re- 
ligious freedom, political freedom, or personal free- 
dom, and whenever the American people permit the 
destruction of industria) freedom they will have de- 
liberately consented to the making of a great breach 
in the citadel of American Wherty which will make 
possible its invasion and final destruction. 

The Times believes profoundly in these princi- 
ples, and for that reason has for years contended for 
them with a measure of independence and boldness 
which has brought widespread indorsement and tre- 
mendous practical results to it; though individual 
benefits are not to be compared to the preponderat- 
ing benefits which will come to the country at large 
through the complete triumph of the principles here 
set out in brief form. 

The signai, the stupid, mistake made by so many 
politicians, journalists and narrow statesmen lies 
in the fact that they strangely fail to recognize the 
supreme and indisputable fact that the great body 
of American citizens, including, perhaps, 85 per cent. 
of the actual workers, are not members of organized 
labor nor advocates of its pretensions and claims. 
In other words, the strength of the country; ma- 


terial, moral and political, lies on the opposite side 


of the question; and if a direct struggle ever comes 
between the opposing interests, 
courts, in the political arena, in Congress, or on 
the field of martial conflict, the pretenders, the in- 
golent and exacting minority, will be crushed to 
powder. 3 

In view of this truth—and it is a truth that can- 
not be overthrown—it is simply inexplicable why 
weak-kneed politicians stand in such terror as they 
do of so-called “organized labor,” which would not 
have the power to dominate either the electorate, 
the legislature, or the industries of the country, 
provided objecting employers, citizens, officials and 
executives would only do a reasonable amount of 
plain, straight-backed standing up for the right 
thing. 

The indispensable requirement, therefore, is that 
labor organizations, quite as much as all other or- 
ganizations, combinations or individuals, shall be 
compelled to obey the law. There is nothing sacred 
about the pretensions of “organized labor” that 
other citizens should stand in awe of it. Unre- 
strained unionism is today a menace to the country. 

If any special rights were to be granted to any 
class or body of labor—which is an impossible 
thing under our republican system—they would of 
course be granted to the great majority, not to @ 
small and clamorous miinority. 

We have every reason to believe that it is on just 
such ground as this that Secretary Taft stands—the 
only tenable position from which. success can be 
won, or the country governed. 


a” UNTIMELY DEFACEMENT. 

The citizen of Los Angeles who in these beau- 
tiful winter days chances to wander around what 
ought to be beautiful Westlake Park and sees the 
disgusted tourists, just arrived in. this land of 
heart’s desire, holding their nostrils tight and run- 
ning to get out of the reach of the dirty dregs of 
waters which were once a lake, could scarcely help 
asking the question, What have the Park Commis- 
sioners done with their memories? 

These winter days annually with the regularity 
of the striking of a clock the tourists come to spend 
the winter here. The parks are naturally points of 
great attractiveness to these people with nothing 
to do, and as much time as money.. None of the 
parks attract more than Westlake because of its 
proximity to the h@fels. The beautiful spot is aban- 
doned these January days by natives and visitors 
and it is a reasonable conjecture that the swans, 
ducks and other aquatic birds would also get away 
if their wings were not ¢lipped. The water has been 
nearly all drained out of the depression for the first 
time since it was established as a lake some seven- 
teen years ago. There is just enough of it left to 
make it an offense. So it has been for six weeks. 

The Park Commissioners have an probably 
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appearing good in their eyes. A new retaining wall 
is being constructed around a part of the lake. Some 
people ask, Why? The watér was staying within 
its boundaries before and the depression there fs so 
deep that it could scarcely get out of it even under 
the impelling force of a severe earthquake. But 
waiving this, supposing the wall were a pressing 
necessity, why were the winter months chosen as 
the time for constructing it? In the summer 
months the tourists are scarce and a great many of 
the residents around Westlake Park are at the 
beaches and mountain resorts. It would appear to 
& man nearer the ground than the top of one of the 
tall eucalyptus trees in the park or in the exalted 
position of a Park Commissioner as if summer would 
have been the time for the draining of the lake and 
the construction of this new wall. If it were for- 
gotten last summer, why not remember that there 


will be another summer to come when this work 


might be done? 

This blunder raises in the minds of many citizens 
a general reflection upon the making and keeping 
of Los Angeles the City Beautiful. This broader re- 
flection draws in the whole city government. In 
past years everybody was too busy to do anything. 
The pressure of superabundant affairs upon all city 
officials was quite as great as on the person en- 


gaged in his own private business. The population | 


has grown so rapidly that there has been great strain 
to keep up, with building schools, taking care of 
streets, developing parks, and everything else. We 
are now having a breathing spell which with all its 
inconvenience can but impress us as in some re- 
spects a blessing in disguise. The city officials will 
not be so pressed with new things to do in the future 
as they have been in the immediate past. Idle men 
will be glad to go to work and put in a few more 
hours for the municipality, or work for a little less 
wages than the legal day and the legal pay fixed by 
our exceedingly generous Council. The leisure days 
that are before us could not be put to better use 
than in keeping streets and vacant lots in a condi- 
tion more becoming a city which arrogates to itself 
the epithet of beautiful. Perhaps we are wrong in 
indicating any arrogance in this assertion. It is a 
beautiful city and the pride of us all in it is spon- 
taneous. But in the eyes of “outsiders” it will cer- 
tainly look more fitting to call this the City Beauti- 
ful if the streets, parks, vacant lots and everything 
about us shall be kept a little trimmer.

in the world to put an old head on young shoulders. 

The rule is that the father has acquired a wis- 
dom and a knowledge of the world’s ways that a 
son can acquire only with years. There are many 
things—in fact most things in this life—that can 
be learned in no possible way except through ex- 
perience. Yet there are mistakes that a man grown 


old has made, which his son need not necessarily 


make, and especially. if age will take the trouble to 
guide youth in a saner and safer pathway than it 
has traveled i It is not only in the great af- 
faira of life but in its experiences that an old 
man’s advice can be made invaluable to a young 
man if the advice is rightly given and the effort 
made to make it plain that such guidance as is of- 
fered ig not a mere blast of pedantry. : 

‘Many a man suffers for the want of teeth who 
might have a mouthful had he been properly warned 
in his youth and had sanitary rules been enforced 
upon him. Many another man who regrets the lack 
of a college education might have had it but for the 
fact that his parents did not push him to it. There 
are “fiddlers” who might have become great violin- 
ists were it not that there was no one to sympathize 
with a boyish aspiration. The world is filled with 
these wild regrets, for which, in most cases, parents 
are to blame. 

There are too many fathers who think that spas- 
modically scolding a boy is better than taking him 
patiently in hand and showing him the importance 
of traveling the right road. It is not enough for a 
father to insist that his boy keep out of mischief 
and devilment, as some fathers suppose. The boy 
will thank him tn after life for his stern cengorship, 
of course, and he may not biame his father for what 
he did not do for him, but he will be sorry that he 
did not sternly keep him sticking to the things for 
which he showed a talent and that might have been 


the means of lifting him above the commod#plate in

The father’s clear duty is to see that his boy is 
made to develop his natural bent, if the bent be a 
good one. The boy will shirk at doing even the 
things he likes to do, but he should not be allowed 
to shirk. It is because they are not kept 
to develop their talents that so many boys grow up 
mediocre when they might have that curse. 
It is this lack that fills the world with amateurs.

Naturally the scenes and incidents 
that the street has witnessed in the 
past 250 years are vivid with interest.

Others who have lived in the street 
are the two Pitts, Lord Grey, Spencer 
Perceval, Lord LAverpool, Canning, 
Lord Melbourne, Sir Robert Peel, Dis- 
racli, Gladstone, Lord Salisbury, Bal- 
four and a score or more whose-names 
are known throughout the world.

Buildings 
were taken for the Foreign and Colo- 
nial Offices, for the Judge Advocate, 
and for the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and lastly, the whole row of 
lodging-houses at the end. These 
were portioned out among the Scotch 
and Irish members of Parliament as 
lodgings. In one of these Smoliet tried 
to establish himself as a surgeon. Ben- 
zoin, at that time the greatest African 
explorer, lodged there with his wife 
on his return from Nubia. 

Bight years later, In 1828 to be exact, 
the government decided to demolish the 
old buildings.

OVEL ENGINE 
SEEKS SHOPS. 


PLANS BIG FACTORY 


FOR LOS ANGELES. 


Asserts That His Patents of De- 
vice of Small Cost and Inexpensive 
Operation Will Revolutionize the 
Building of Steam Power Plants, 
Taking Place of Costly Machinery. 


If the dreams ofa loca] inventor 
come true, Los Angeles soon will be 
the center of manufacture of an en- 
gine built on new principles, through 
which there will be a complete revo- 
lution in the building of steam power 
plants, and a wonderful extension 0! 
the use of such power for all pur- 
poses, even to the running of automo- 

iles. 


The inventor is J. Grindrod, and he 
terms his device a radical piston dou- 
ble expansion cut-off and compound 


nd | condensing engine. He says it is suit- 


able for marine and large power plants 

Simplicity of design, low cost of 
manufacture and economy of operation 
are claims made by Grindrod for his 
patent. He has lived in Los Angeles 
many years, and recently has been 
operating in the vicinity of Bakersfield, 
where pumps under his patents are 
used quite extensively in the ofl fields. 
His intention now is to build a fac- 
tory in Los Angeles for the manufac- 
ture of his new engine on a large 
scale. 

One of the assertions of the inventor 
is that his. engine, costing less than 
others now in use, can be operated at 
a tremendous saving of steam—at least 
50 per cent., he says. 

The engine is similar in some re- 
spects, says Grindrod, to one designed 
by a Scotch engineer, which has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention among 
engineers throughout the world. 

‘This engine is simple in design,” 
says the inventor, “having but two 
working parts—a main driving shaft, 
having two radical pistons mounted 
thereon wfth a small radical valve 
mounted on a small auxiliary shaft to 
work in conjunction with the main 
driving shaft to prevent back pressure 
on following pistons, so the steam is 
able to exert its entire expansion on 
the pistons without any back re- 
sistance. 

“As the steam acts directly on the 
pistons similar to the ordinary engines 
now in use, this engine is constructed 
to use the steam double expansive in 
one cylinder on the same pistons. The 
steam is only admitted during one- 
half of the stroke; the other half- 
stroke is completed by the expansion 
of steam so admitted .before any new 
live steam is admitted, hence the high- 
pressure steam is only admitted during 
one-half the stroke of each revolution. 

“By adding a larger or a second cyl- 


inder, a greater expansion can be 
utilized in connection with the con- 
denser. 


“The steam acts directly on the rad- 
ical piston and and is continuous, as 
there is no reciprocating motion fn this 
type of engine, so the steam energy is 
utilized to the greatest possible ex- 
tent.” 

Grindrod says his engine can be 
bullt at a cost much lower than that 
of turbine engines now in use, and he 
asserts it is less liable to costly acci- 
dents. He proposes to build a fae- 
tory here, where the engines can be 
made in large numbers, — employ- 
ment to many men.

creasing volume. Theoretically, a rail-| 
way is free to adjust its rates subject 
only to the common law restrictions 
enacted into State and Federal stat- 
utes, that’ they must not be unreason- 
ably high. and that they must not be 
unduly discriminatory as to persons, 
places or commodities. Practically, 
however, a railway can do nothing of 
the kind, It must accept the rates 
fixed for it by commercial and eco- 
nomic conditions, over which it can 
have but little control. 

“Rates, you must understand. are 
not arbitrarily established, but are de- 
termined by the competition of produc- 
ing localities and markets, by the com- 
petition of other carriers, both rail and 
water, and by the competition of com- 
modities themselves. Therefore, in 
such a complexity of competition, it ts 
the constant task of the txaffic , offi- 
cer to so adjust his rates as to put 
the products of the communities along 
his lines into contesting markets on 


regulation of the railways on the part 
of the government?” 

FAVORS GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 
“Not at all. On the contrary, I be- 


of the responsible railway officials in 
the United States agree with me, that 
governmental regulation within rea- 


favorable terms. The free working in 
the past of all these competitive forces, 
with a minimum of arbitrary govern- 
mental interference, has given the 
American consumer and shipper the 
lowest railway rates in the worid, not- 
withstanding the fact that wages on 
American railways are the highest in 
the world. ,It has appeared to me that 
the busineSs and economic principles 
which I have tried to make clear to 
you are micunderstood by a large part 
of the American people, and to that 
misunderstanding I attribute much of 
the legislation injurious to railroad 
properiy. 

MUST ENCOURAGE INVESTORS. 

“Again, it is perfectly clear that if a 
railway is to supply adequate facili- 
ties for transportation and be in itself 
a successful business enterprise, its 
revenues must be sufficient to yield a 
reasonable margin over expenditures 
If there is no margin, there cannot be 
efficient service. Money for increased 
facilities has either to be earned or 
obtained by means of additional rail- 


way capital, or, in other words, the 
sale new stocks or bonds. Current 
earn . especially tn sections where 


population and traffic are growing 
rapidly, are now utterly inadequate to 
provide needed increases and improve- 
ments in facilities. New capital is re- 
quired in all directions. It wil! not be 
procured, however, unless the railroads 
can earn a proper margin over mainte- 
nance and cost of operation, and thus 
encourage investors to believe’ thar 
money put into railroad securities wil! 
return a fair and sure rate of inter- 
est. But investors can have no such 
assurance if the income of railways ts 
liable to be cut down by a capricious 
reduction of charges.” 

“Why has the public failed to un- 
derstand the railroad question?’ I 
asked. “There has been a prolonged 
discussion of it In all quarters.” , 

“Yes: but there has never been a 
general and intelligent discussion of 
transportation problems as purely 
economic questions. There bas been 
diséussion enough, but most of it has 
been from a wrong standpoint—ihe 
viewpoint of per@onal and partisan 
politics. Too lit{le attention has been 
given to the shaping of public policies

believe, |

economic laws. Then you oppose any 


sonable limitations is entirely proper. 
The right of the government, you 
must remember, to prescribe regula- 
tions for a Tailway company which 
could net properly be prescribed for a 
corporation engaged in ordinary busi- 
ness comes from the fact that a rail- 
way is a highway open to the public, 
and as such has been subject for cen- 
turies under the common law of Eng- 
land to certain. well-recognized restric- 
tions. Those restrictions have been 
embodied in the statutes of the United 
States.” 

“How far should State and national 
regulation go?” | 

“So far as may be necessary to pre- 

vent the infliction of wrong on any in- 
dividual or community. Laws for the 
prevention of wrong cannot be too 
stringent, nor can they be too strictly 
enforced. The extreme limit of public 
regulation of privately-owned railways 
is reached, however, when the preven- 
tion of wrong and the protection of the 
buyers of transportation and the public 
as a whole in all their rights has been 
assured and safeguarded by legislation. 
Any attempt to carry Federal or State 
regulation beyond such a limit would 
be in conflict with economic laws and 
with the Constitution of the United 
States, which guarantees protection to 
the owners of railway property, as well 
as to the owners of property in all 
ether forms.” 
* “You speak of general wrongs to the 
people and the protection of the buy- 
ers of transportation. Specifically, 
what do mean?” 

“Unreasonable railway charges and 
such discrimination as may place in- 
dividuals, localities, or commodities at 
an unjust cammercial disadvantage. 
But when the Federal government or a 
State government goes further than to 
prevent unreasonable charges and dis- 
crimination there is an undue regula- 
tion of business, in which private in- 


Such further gvvernmental regulation 
can no more be justified than could be 
the governmental regulation of farming 
or any other private business. Conse- 
quently, when the charges of a railway 
are not extortionate and are no more 
than a reasonable compensation for 
services performed, their arbitrary re- 
duction is as unjustifiable and is as 
much the taking of property in viola- 
tion of the Constitution as would be 
the reduction by the government of the 
price of the farmer's wheat or of the 


“What effect has the capitalization 
of railways on their charges for trans- 
portation?” | 
CAPITALIZATION NOT A FACTOR. 

“Practically no effect whatever. A 
railway company. as I have said, must 
accept such rates as will cause traffic 
to move over its lines. The great rail- 


lieve, and 1 know that practfeally all! 


ways between New York and Chicagc 
are capitalized at different amnrounts | 
per mile. And the difference is very | 
wide. Yet none of them can advance, 
ever so slightly, a freight or passenger 
rate between New York and Chicago, 
or, if the result is to make its cherge 
higher than that of other lines, be- 
cween any other points where two or 
more of them compete. It is* equally 
true that none of them, no matter how 
large may be its capitalization, ean um 
duly advance rates affecting non-cyn- 
petitive points. Rates affecting com- 
petitive points are kept down by the 
competition of carriers, as well as by 
competition of other kinds. Rates af- 
fecting non-competitive points are kept | 
down by the competition of other pro- | 
ducing localities, the competition of | 
markets, and the competition of 
mod 


ities. 
flouring mill, for example, may be 


located at a point served by a single 
railway, yet the charge for transport- 
ing wheat to the mill must be low 
erough to enable the miller to bid suc-, 
cessfully for his raw material against ! 
millers in other localities, including 
those doing business at competitive 
points. Likewise, the freightage on 
flour from his mill must be such as to 
permit‘him to sell his finished product 
in highly competitive markets. You 
see, therefore, that the capitalization of 
the railway can have no possible effect 
on either rate.” 

“What have you to say about the re- 
cent legislation at the South and else- 
where establishing a charge of 2 cents 
a mile for the transportation of pas- 
sengers?”’ 

“I shall only say it is a common er- 
ror to assume that because a partic- 
ular charge may afford reasonable 
compensation in one section of the 
country, or on one particular line of 
railway, that the sam: rate would be 
reasonable in all other sections and on 
all other lines of railway. A moment's 
consideration’ will show any one that 
a charge which might be fairly prof- 
itable in Massachusetts, with a popu- 
lation of 370 to the squaré mile, and 
where 76 per cent, of the population 
live in cities, would be ruinousty low 
in th» States of the South, where the 
population is only thirty-seven to the 
square mile, and where only a little 
more than 8 per cent. of the people re- 
side in cities. If a southern road, or 
one in the West, where conditions are 
similar, should_reduce its rates to the 
vanishing point, it could not build 
up a@ passenger traffic equal to that on 
the more fortunately situated road in 
Massachusetts, for the reason that not 
enough people live along its lines to 
make cuch a traffic possible. Pas- 
senger business is simply a matter 
of cities and density of population.” 

“What business opportunities | has 
the South to offer to the young men 
of the North?” 
OPPORTUNITIES IN THE SOUTH. 

“There is no section, so far as I 
know, where the opportunities for a 
young m@n who is not afraid to work 
are so varied, promising, and attract- 
ive as the South. Its resources are 
almost bonndless. Although its indus- 
trial development during the past 
twenty-five years has been extraordi- 
nary, the South is preéminently an 
agricultural region. In its moderate- 
priced lands, factlities for reaching 
markets, and climate, it offers to the 
farmers of large or small means 
chances for money-making which they 
will find nowhere else.

“Industrially. development in_ the 
South hae scarcely begun, notwith- 


standing its immense production of 
iron and steel and its great mills, con- 
teining millions of spindies, in which 
more ‘southern cotton is manufactured 
into textile fabrics than is consumed 
in the mills of New England. The 
tendeney of modern business is to con- 
centrate manufacturing the 
sources of faw materials. So the move- 
ment toward great centers of supply 
will continue in the South for a long 
time to come and will open fine op- 
portunities te young men in all kinds 
of work.”

PORTO RICANS SEND ENVOY TO 
STUDY GOTHAM MARKET. 


Failure to Get Returns on Five- 
Million-Dollar Investment Induces 
island Growers to “Sit up and Take 
Notice”—Trouble Lies Wholly in 
Their Careless Methods. —

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Orange deal- 
ers and others interested in the busi- 
ness have been entertained by F. B. 
Wiicox, a specia}) envoy of the Asso- 
ciated Fruit Growers and Shippers of 
Porto Rico, who has peen here for 
some time to investigate the causes 
of the serious losses which growers in 
Porto Rico have suffered this year. 
He learned some things which may 
make a difference in the product which 
comes from that island next season. 
It has not been unusua) for oranges 
which growers valued at $2.00 a box, 
to sell at 3% to 65 cents a box, which 
hardly paid freightage. 

Porto Rico has about $5,000,000 in- 
vested in the business. The envoy 
found that the fault is all with the 
growers, who ‘permit oranges to be- 
come too ripe and are careless in 
their methods of picking and packing. 
Fruit bruised in. picking decays rapid- 
ly Gn transit. Some boxes arrived 
here one mass of rot. 

The association blamed the steam- 
ship companies for some of their losses 
and it wants a weekly service for or- 
anges and pineapples. It may even 
establish a line of its own, 

The orange and pineapple men are 
said to be strong enough to carry out 
this plan regardless of opposition by 
existing steamship companies. 

It is useless to deny the popularity 
of the Porto Rico fruit when it ar- 
rivet in good condition. Now that a 
competent man has investigated’ the 
situation, such reforms may be insti- 
tuted as-will build up a growing and 
profitable trade.

This is a book for lazy afternoons, to 
be read in the shade with the compan- 
ionship of a pipe, and if it can be com- 
passed, a devoted dog who does not ob- 
ject to having his ears pulled refiect- 
ively. It is a calm and sympathetic 
story of mild adventure along the 
coast of England in a shrimping boat. 
Gotty is a skipper with “ea four-cor- 
nered beard on a two-cornered chin,” 
and the Guv'nor is an unsophisticated 
landsman, whom Gotty blandishes into 
buying a shrimping bewley, as the 
craft is called in English waters. 

Gotty is natura! end delightful, good- 
natured, calm and reflective on mat- 
ters of life and weather, and has a 
succession of mates of whom in vary~- 
ing season he “has enough of.” The 
varying mates, the edventures of dsh- 
ing in summer weather, the unsophis-

the financial condition of the insti- 


‘|tution. The total receipts for the years 


1906-1907 were $592,037.75; total dis- 
bursements, $563,910.64. With last 
year’s balance of $8710.26 and gifte of 
cash, real estate, bonds, etc., for the 
endowment account, amounting to 
$795,°35.82, the net balance to the uni- 
versity for the year is $862,573.19. 


The trustees of Wesley College have 
accepted the endowment of $10,000 for 
the Hazlett lectureship. The purpose 
of this fund is to bring each year some 
noted lecturer for the benefit of the 
students of the institution and others 
who wish to attend. J. M. Sturtevant 
of Grand Forks, N. D., presented to 
the college the deed to a half section 
of land in Cavalier county, with the 
request that the income or receipts 
from sale be used to support the art- 
ists’ recital of the conservatory of 
music. In this way some of the best 
musicians in the country will be 
brought to Grand Forks, The equity 
in the land is $4090, of which $500 is 
applied on a previous subscription by 
Mr. Sturtevant. 


The Minneapolis Board of Education 
has secured a favorable decision from 
the court regarding its right to adept 
and enforce anti-fraternity rules. In- 
junction proceedings were brought by 
the parents of a pupil who was refused 
graduation because he had ignored the 
anti-fraternity rules adopted by the 
board. After a hearing the right of 
Pa to adopt such rules was up- 


Chinese students educated in Amer- 
ica have taken precedence over those 
educated in Europe and in Japan, ac- 
cording to advices received at the 
State partment from American Con- 
Bergholz, at Canton, 
China. At a recent government exam- 
ination at Peking to test the ability 
of the students who had been sent 
abroad for education, forty-two stu- 
dents were examined, twenty-four of 
whom had pursued their studies in 
Japan, fourteen in the United States 
and four in Belgium. Three from 
Japan failed, and one from America, 
but of the thirty-eight passed, only 
seven secured the doctor's degree, and 
five of these were educated in Amer- 
ica. Of the sixteen highest in rank. 
America had ten, the West taking the 
honors both in the number of students 
and in rank obtained in the examina- 
tion. Nine of the thirteen successful 
Americans were educated on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 


The educational authorities of Ber- 
lin have finally made the study of Ene- 
lish compulsory tn the public schools, ; 
thougn other great German towns have 
had su-h a course for years. The 
Kaiser favored such a change in the 
course of study eight years ago. 


The board of education of the 
United Kingdom. sitting at London, 
has decided to pay more attention to 
physical needs of the public school 
pupils this year than ever before. In 
all schools medical inspection is to. be 
estaviushed, and an effort is to be 
made to supply pure milk. This move- 
ment has been hastened by the dite- 
eovery ef deterioration in the British 
youth offered for army service.

CTIVE WORKERS 
AMONG WOMEN. 


IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENTS IN 
THE MINING REGIONS. 


A Chauffeur’s Position in Berlin Is 
not the Mest Pleasant Occupation 
for a Woman, Because of Jealousy 
and the Attacks of Street Urchins 
Who Invade the Car. 


Dr. Harriet Mitchell is reperted to 
have brought about many tmportant 
improvements in Irondale, Mich., near 
the Calumet mines. The town, which 
has a population of some 2700, was 
crowded into four or five streets on the 
edge of a swamp and entirely without 
drainage when Dr. Mitchell went there 
to practice. The natural result of this 
situation was a great deal of sickness 
and a high death rate. ‘ 

Dr. Mitchell's @irst step was to inter- 
view the landlords, and after much ar- 
guing she succeeded in convineing 


them that it would.be cheaper and less | 


troublesome to put.in a system of sur- 
face drainage than to be sued for 
maintaining a nuisance. Next she in- 
duced the town officials to establish a 
recreation center in which there will 
be a field house, a gymnasium, baths, 
swimming pool, reading rooms and ae 
lecture hall. 

With the best intentions she en- 
gagea the only available public hall 
in the town and opened a sewing school 
for the purpose of teaching the Italian 
women how to make their children’s 
and husbands ‘clothes. The women re- 
sponded to her invitation to attend 
this sewing school giadly, but when 
their husbands found that it was to be 
conducted over a drinking saloon they 
forbade thelr wives going. is has 
foreed Dr. Mitchell to postpone her 
sewing schoo! until the recreation cen- 
ter is completed. 


The first election to be held under 
this law in New Orleans was to decide 
on a special tax levy for an improved 
drainage and pure water system. Miss 
Kate M. Gordon, presi¢ent of the Wom- 
en's Sewerage and Drainage League, 
collected the proxies of about 300 timid 
women and voted them herseif. The 
improvements were carried, and the 
Business Men's e of New Orleans 
presented a gold medal to Miss Gordon 
7 recognition of her good work for the 
city.

Important Finding of Bod}; 
Is Announced. — 


Long and Short Haul Clause 
Is Involved. 


[BY THUR ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—One of the 
most important decisions rendered by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for many months, was that handed 
down today by Commissioner Clark, 
in the case of the. Boviard Supply 


peka & Santa Fé Railroad and other 


carriers. 

The decision involves a discussion 
of the commission's views respecting 
the long and short haul clause of the 
Interstate act, and in the course of 
the opinion the commission states why 
it cannot always approve of a lower 
rate for a shorter haul than for a 
longer one in the same territory. 

In the present case the complainant 
ships rope cable from San Francisco 
to Independence, Kan., on which it is 
charged 75 cents per 100 pounds, where- 
as the rate on such rope cables from 
San Francisco ‘to Mississippi River 
common points and Chicago common 
points is only 60 cents a hundred 
pounds. The commission decided that 
in the circumstances the rate was not 
unjust nor prejudicial to the com- 
plainant. In the course of the de- 
cision the commission announced the 
following important finding to ship- 
pers and carriers throughout’ the 
country : 

*“Prroneous application of an unlaw- 
ful rate is not evidence that a higher 
lawful rate thereon is unreasonable. 

“A rate to one point that does not 
permit of disadvantageous competi- 
tion from a point beyond enjoying s 
lower rate does not create unreason 
able prejudice as to the one or 
undue preference to the other. 

“The commission views with dis- 
favor the maintenance of a lower rate 
for a longer haul than for a 
one ineluded within the longer, and 
the circumstances and conditions ob- 
taining at the more distant point which 
are relied upon to justify it must not 
only 4 > clearly shown to be sub- 
stantially dissimilar from those - 
to clearly exercise a ent or con- 
— influence in ha ng the lower 


Pao the influence of competition be- 
tween points of production in com- 
modities, between carriers and in rates 

revailing at the farther distant nt, 

ut not at the nearer one, con st 
establishment of a lower rate to 
former, it will constitute such dis- 
similarity of circumstances as will 
justify the lower rate for the longer 
haul. 

“Competition in commodities alone at 
‘the nearer point will not make the cir- 
cumstances there substantially simi- 
lar to those at the farther point where 
the other competitive influences and 
conditions also prevail. 

“Dissimilar circumstances which 
justify under section 4 a greater 
charge for a shorter haul than for a 
longer haul, will also prevent such 
rate from constituting an _ illegal 
preference or advantage under section 


“Upon discovery that shipments 
have, through mistake, been moved at 
an unlawful rate, the carrier should 
forthwith demand and the shipper 
forthwith pay the difference between 
such unlawful rate and the legal rate 
applicable thereto.” 


MANY CARS IDLE. 


Sait Lake Has no Excuse for Coal 
Famine, as it Had This Time 
Last Year.

SALT LAKE CITY (Utah) Jan. 18.— 
One year ago this city was threatened 
with a coal famine, because the rail- 

roads lacked cars to haul the fuel, 

Today, according to the Tribune, 500 
freight cars are standing idle in the 
yards of the Oregon Short Line. 
Freight cars to the number of 1500 
have been retired from service on the 
Harriman linea within the past dee 
days, making a decrease of 10 per cent, 
in the active car equipment of the 
system. Twenty locomotives stand in 
the roundhouses cold, 

Contrasted with an insatiable demand 
for all kinds of labor last winter, the 
Short Line has laid off 3000 trainmen 
and workmen since October 1. The Rio 
Grande Western has liet out 175 men 
in the local shops, but has not yet 
called in any of its rolling stock. 

The rail men say the merchants 
are not buying goods, that this is the 
principal cause for the falling off of 
traffic and the suspension of trains.

ORE PERMITS. 
ARE ISSUED. 


VALUATION GETTING LARGER 
WITH EACH WEEK, 

Work Begun on Eighty-Thousand- 
Dollar Eshman Block on West Sev- 
enth Street—Building Materiagis 
Much Lower in Price, as Shown by 
Comparison of Averages. 


Two hundred and ninety-five buil4- 
ing permits were issued for the month, 
and have a valuation of $322,838. In the 
same period last year 278 permits were 
issued, with a value of $446,542. This 
is a gain of seventeen permits and a 
logs of $113,704. In the seven busi- 
Mess days ending Friday, January 17, 
there were 141 permits issued, with a 
Vulue of $184,763, the last six exceed- 
ing the total made by the first eight 
of the month by $36,688. 

One permit for $80,000 was issued 
during Iost week, which helped to swell 
the total. This was for the Gerhard 
Eshman biock on the northwest corner 
of est Seventh street and St. Vin- 
cent Place. This is a seven-story store 
and loft building of the clags A type. 
Considerable delay in puttfhg in the 
foundations has been experienced, but 
it is now probable that the contractors 
will be able to push the work. 

An indication that the cost of ordi- 
nary building materials is considerably 
lower is apparent in the average cost 
of.the class D, one-story frame build- 
ings, 109. permits. for which were is- 
sued, with a total valuation of only 
397,196, or $890 for each job. This is 
compared with the average for the 251 
class D structures, permits for which 
were taken out in January. 1907, of

OVER ARCADIA “CITY.” 


Row Over Arrest of Lucky Bald- 
win’s Horse Trainer May Cause 
Appeal to Attorney-General on 
Legality of the Incorporation. 


HE bookmakers at the Arcadia 
T race track are skinning the gam- 

bling suckers to a finish these 
days, and they should do it quickly, 
for the existence of Baldwin's h—I-hole 
is threatened and it may be closed at 
any time. Arcadia is declared by many 
people to be a fake town at best, or- 
ganized illegally, and conducted as a 
joke. Rumors are current that the 
Attorney-General will be asked to close 
it within the next thirty days. 

Those “in the know” have laughed 
at the fake town ever since it was 
“incorporated,” but no man apparently 
had enough interest in the place, one 
way or another, to take steps to have 
the proper authorities declare the in- 
corporation invalid. It was incorpor- 
ated, as most everyone believes, to be 


bused as a gambling h—! and a race 


track was to be one of the means of 


a 


skinning the public. This might have 
been carried on this year without any 
serious interruption but for a fracas 
that happened in the “city” one night 
during the early part of last week. 

The storm centers around Jack Ber- 
die, town marshal and ex-officio tax 
and license collector, and he may be 
the means-of breaking up the biggest 
gambling institution in this end of 
the State. It may seem strange that 
a petty officer, elected in Lucky Ba!4- 
win's own “city,” should be even tae 
indirect cause of the ‘“‘city’s’ downfall, 
but it looks that way to part of the 
crowd that is up in the grand stand to 
see the match race between the aged 
stake horse, Lucky Baldwin, and the 
selling plater, Jack Berdie.

It is understood that there 
are really no Trustees, that is only a 
mythical board; that meetings are held 
but once every three months; that 
the “Tax Collector,” “Assessor” and 
“Treasurer” have no books, as re- 
quired by law, and receive no salaries. 

Some of the common laborers who 
worked on Baldwin's ranch, so they 
could vote for “incorporation,” have 
since been discharged, and are‘in this 
city now, calmly awaiting the fate 
that seems to be coming to the gam- 
bling town.

SATURDAY HUNTERS ALL RE- 
PORT SCARCITY OF BIRDS. 


Biue Wina Club Members Shoot in 
Better Luck Than Others—Condi- 
tions Will Hardly Change Before 
End of Shooting Season — Teal 
Again Make Appearance. 


Duck hunters report poor sport on 
the oceun-front yesterday, and some 
of the regulars believe that the birds 
have gone away to stay until after the 
season closes, in four weeks. There is 
no denying the fact that there are a 
less number than at any time since 
the season opened, and those who have 
not had a shoot this season will do 
well to get busy at once. Some of 
the clubs had bad luck on the mid- 
week shoot, and, with Friday night 
ciear, the birds evidently came m from 
the ocean to feed and then went out 
yesterday morning and stayed all day. 

The ocean has been comparatively 
quiet for several days, and this con- 
dition gave the birds a chance to stay 
on deep water, and there are probably 
a. dozen other reasons the hunters 
could give for light bags. There seemed 
te be plenty of ducks on the ocean, 
but even when the w.nd kicked up 
the whitecaps, the birds did not come 
to land.

ON AUTO RUN. 


Petrified Forest Has no Ter- 
rors for Motorists. 


tig Snowstorm, 

Narrow Diablo Trestle Is 
Safely Crossed. 


‘Two daring autoists have arrived in 
los Angeles after completing a 1360- 
mille journey from Alamosa, Colo. For 
the first time an automobile was sent 
through the petrified forest of Arizona, 
and across the terrible Diablo trestle. 
aid thence over the desert from Need- 
les to this city. 

The car, a big Pierce-Racine, was 
driven by Frank H. Gable, and he was 
accompanied by Wells U. Briggs. Both 
men are machinists of Alamosa. They 
undertook to bring the four-cylinder 
car here for its owner, J. Nestor Ortiz 
of No. 1946 Park Grove avenue. The 
auto was purchased in Los Angeles in 
May of last year and was shipped by 
Mr. Ortiz to Colorado a few months 
later. Recently Mr. Ortiz and family 
returned to Los Angeles, and left the. 
car behind. Gable proposed to bring 
1 overiand and his proposition was 
accepted. 

Early in December the two daring 
machiniste started from Alamosa and 
sent the car down into Arizona on its 
long journey to the coast. They 
reached the edge of the petrified for- 
est after a journew of twenty days, 
during which much rough country was 

On the edge of the dead forest 
which 
seemed impassable, and were urged to 
‘take a more circuitous route. It was 
explained by settlers that an automo- 
bile had never traversed the forest. 
A hermit outlined the road, which was 
little better than a trail, and told 
them some of the dangers to be faced. 

THROUGH THE FOREST. 
_ With the hermit’s map in their pos- 
Session, Gable determined to. drive 
through the forest. Once into its 
depths it was harder to turn back than 
‘to go forward, and the Pierce was sent 
ahead and the trip was successfully 
made. The cutoff saved the travelers 
many miles.

narrow railroad bridge 290 feet in the 
air, crossing a chasm which is rocky 
and dangerous.

On the aérial bridge, 484 feet long, 
the FPierce-Racine crossed the chasm. 
It was necessary to look either way 
along the tracks for cars, as the dan- 
ger of being caught on the trestle was 
great. Bumping over the ties, the ma- 
chine on its perilous journey, 
and once more the motorists scored. 
By driving across the railroad bridge 
a distance of twenty miles by the cir- 
cuitous highway was saved. 

Again, when roads failed, and it was 
almost impossible to proceed, Gable 
took to the railroad tracks, and at 
Lupton a fierce snowstorm was en- 
countered, throu which the motor- 
ists were obliged t6 pass. As the snow 
fiekes cleared somewhat they saw a 
through train bearing. down upon them 
from either direction..The men flagged 
both trains, and sa the’ machine. 

The journey-from Alamosa here was 
accompanied by mahy dangers, 
the men declare they would be 
to drive back again. Both are en- 
thusiastic in praise of the motor car 
as a means of travel. 

As described by the travelers, the 
route taken after leaving Alamosa Was 
due south to Antonito. and then 
through Barrarnca. in New Mexico to 
Santa Fé, where they turned west and 
followed the route which may be taken 
by the cross-country motorists on the 
proposed New York to Paria run. 

They left New Mexico by way of 
Gallup, crossing the line to Navajo, in 
Arizona, whence they passed through 
Diablo Cafion, and Ash Fork, to King- 
man, crossing the California-Arizona 
line at Needles. The car was then sent 
over the Mojave Desert to Barstow, on 
the run to Los Angeles.

all cars entering for the Dewar trophy 
must show a speed of sixty miles an 
hour for at least one hundred miles. 
Mr. Morgan declares that the present 
holder of the trophy, which was won 
by Fred Marriott at the last Ormond 
meet, refuses to aljow the rules to be 
amended by the Automobile Club of 
America. Mr. Morgan is of the opin- 
fon that the trustees of the trophy 
are powerless in the matter, as clause 
§ of the deed of gift is as follows: 

“The contest shall be open to any 
and all cars of weights within the in- 
ternational classifications, regardless 
of power or country of manufacture.” 
The last clause of the deed of gift 
reads: “The board of trustees shall 
have power to decide all matters spe- 
sifically covered by these conditions.”’ 
Mr. Morgan told yesterday of an in- 
terview he had on Monday in Boston 
with two motorists, who declare they 
have built special care to compete for 
the trophy. Neither of them is willing 
to agree to the changes proposed by 
the Automobile Club of America.

Owen H. Fay of Chicago is about to 
give the Windy City its first taxicab | 
service. The cars he will place on 
the gtreet are being made by the El- 
more factory, which has not previ- 
ously given any indication of going 
into the town car business, and both 
the project and the cars come to the 
motoring world as a surprise.

The 
engine is rated at twenty-four horse 
power, and the regular speed of the 
cars, fully equipped and carrying five 
passengers, will be thirty-five -miles 
an hour. The cabs are built on stock 
chasses.

The victory was fought.out by a tech- 
ical examination of the cars to show 
any defects that might have developed 
by the heard usage the cars had fe- 
eeived. A casual examination by the 
Technical Committee showed no weak- 
ness in the cars, so the three were 
taken to a garage and washed up thor- 
oughly, and then minutely examined. 
The White steamer was awarded first 
because the only defect found was a 
loose wood screw on one fender. -

from any technical faults, the only one 
out of the six cars which finished in 
the touring car class with otherwise pre- 
fect scores. The Studebaker had a 
broken shock absorber, and the Peer- 
less a loose transmission, while the 
Stoddard-Dayton was counted out on 
account of a number of loose bolts and 
nuts, the Oldsmobile for a twisted 
wheel, and the Stearns for one broken 
front spring. The Studebaker made 
claim that shock absorbere were not 
a real part of a car, while the Peer- 
less people claimed that new cars were 
sent out with loose transmissions, so 
these two cars were allowed to have a 
run off with the White. 

In the free-for-all runabout class the 
Packard was awarded the cup, a 
in the smell runabout class the Max- 
well had a walkover.

New Car for Physicians.

HOW TO CARRY THEM. 
A shovel, 150 feet of rope, with

Under the running board on one or 
both sides can be carried planks of an 
inch and a half or two inches in thick- 
ness. Such boards, if carried perma- 
nently, should be of hard wood and 
bound with iron at each end. They 
should be as long as possibile, but not 
longer than the running boards. The 
can be fastened to the running boa 
by two or three bolts or with straps 
fitting into notches or slots made for 
that purpose. 

A plank or board is always better 
than a jack, for it offers a leverage 
and can be worked more quickly than 
a jack, if used as a pry. In case of

driven across on the planks. Using the 
planks thus may take a half-hour. 
while getting stuck might mean being 
hung up for hours or a day, or if 
hdrses were obtained the horse owner 
would charge as much for a pull of 
ten feet as a dozen pairs of planks 
would cost. In fact there are a score 
of uses for planks that save both 
time and money. ; 
GETTING OVER ROCKS. 
Planks come in very handy in help- 
ing an automobile over a boulder or 
rocks in the road, where a car cannot 
otherwise pase. Two strong men can 
lift a wheel over a big rock, if a light

Children, fools, and “those who having eyes will not 
see,” are mast inclined to lean toward extremes, or are 
prone to acts of excess or deficiency.

Hence the futility of attempting, as in various lines 
of reform, to correct one extreme with another; or, the 


mental, moral or physical, have effected by sud- 
den leaps, but as a general rule the process of change, 
to be lasting and of real value to the jndividual and 


society, must, in the nature of the case, be gradual, thus 
affecting the entire. fabric of the man, his tastes, tem- 
perament, his moral or religious convictions and evic- 
; and through him modifying the structure of soci- 
ety, thereby making a man master of the law which, by 
his omissions or commissions, he has infringed; for we 
master the law when we learn to fulfill it, and thus obey 
the mandate that proceeds from ourself.

} CHIEF TWO Moons’ STORY OF THE 
AWFUL FIGHT. 


By a Special Contributor. 


PFS HE first time 1 saw Chief Two Moons he was 


pointed out to me in a dauce tent, while the Crow 

Indian fair was at its height last fall, at Crow 
Agency, Montana. Ragged and unkempt, and showing 
the poverty that is breaking the heart of his great tribe, 
{wo Moons sat unmoved while the tom-toms were 
sounding and the Crows and Sioux were mingling in the 
“Owl Dance.” Around him were grouped a few Chey- 
ene braves, veterans of many a hard battle with white 
soldiers. All were ragged and poverty-stricken in ap- 
pearance, like their leader, but, proud and reserved, they 
sat apart from the festivities. Like most of the Chey- 
ennes, the retainers of Two Moons were small of stat- 
ure, their chieftain towering above them like a giant, 
yet our soldiers unite in declaring that these little In- 
dians are like the Japanese—veritable demons in play- 
fighting game, and the bravest of all the plains 


camp in tgp Little Big Horn bottoms. Some military 
experts have maintained that these were skirmishers, 
thrown out ahead of the main body of Custer’s men.) 
An Expressive Spectacle. 

As he stood on the brow of the ridge, with the Custer 
monument behind him, and surrounded by the white 
headstones and the big cross that denotes where the 
white chief and his bodyguard fell, Two Moons made 
an impressive spectacle. His face was lighted with the 
enthusiasm of battle, and he did not seem like the same 
silent, reserved Indisn who sat like a bronze statue in 
the dance tent of the Crows. 


It is estimated that there were 1000 lodges in the In- 
dian camp along the bottoms of the Little Big Horn 
River. This means that there were from 4000 to 6000 
Indians, probably half of whom were able-bodied fight- 
ing men—the best in the history of Indian warfare. The 
Indians consisted of Sioux and Cheyennes, under such 
leaders as Gall, Crazy Horse, Rain-in-the-Face and Two 
Moons. Crazy Horse and his Sioux were with the Chey- 
ennes. Every brave in this great camp was a veteran, 


as all the faint hearts in both tribes had been left on | ships.

Tuis SEASON EXCEPTIONALLY Goop 
FOR SECURING THEM.

T has been quite a lapse of years since we have had 

such a splendid season for securing native plants 

for our gardens as in the present one. The early 
rains were not sufficient to start the hardwooded plants 
into active growth, and the subsequent !ong dry spell 
has left them fairly crazed for a chance to grow. In 
such a condition they may be moved with more chance 
of success than under any other circumstances. lt is 
vell to remember that all our foothill trees and shrubs 
need a well-drained soil, so that the place prepared 
should be deeply stirred that no stagnation of water 
about the roots will occur when we have copious rains 
(now expected daily.) Some attention should also be 
paid to shade and sun. Shrubs taken from northern 
siopes should not be planted in the garden where the

Under no circumstances should stable 
manure be brought in contact with the roots of any 
plant, and if this is done with our native vegetation, 
death usually results. A good thorough watering should

It is well for us to begin in time and clear away all 
rubbish while yet ‘tis in plain view and we are unham- — 
pered by weed growth. All rubbish that is combustible 
should be gathered up and burnt and the ashes scattered 
and worked into the soil. Tin cans, baling wire, etc., 
should be carted away to some friendly hollow where 
they will be hidden from view and may also aid in 
stemming soil erosion by winter floods. Flower beds 
and all cultivated ground remaining unoccupied should 
be spaded deeply and left lying in a rough state ge that 
it me thoroughly alred before pulverization and 
planting. While in the rough scatter over well-rotted 
manure, and the first rain will carry it down into the 
soil. Then pulverize and work over thorough, and you 
may rest secure in the assurance of good results to 
come by reason of proper preparation. You are then in. 
a fair way to do your share in making the country beanu- 
tiful at the time when the soil is most responsive and 
garden work therefore most inviting. If you are not in- 
terested at this season you will never be satisfied with 
your premises later on when al] others are clothed in 
beauty.—[Rural Californian. 
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Powell’s Return.

This is his fourth 
winter In this field, and he has become in this time the 
persona! friend of hundreds of orange and lemon grow- 
ers throughout the State; as well as the professional 
helper of every grower in the State. Mr. Powell pas 
told me and written me time and again in appreciation 
of the willingness of his constituents to help in full 
measure in the investigations he has under way. Of 
these men Mr. C. E. Rumsey of Alta Cresta, Riverside, 
is one of the most enthusiastic and ‘helpful He is 
building a unique packing-house, and providing all the 
accessories necessary to carry out the Powell methods, 
and to put into practice his own ideas in the scientific. 
handling of citrus fruits. 3 

Mr. Rumsey will require every picker to cut the stems 

twice, and to wear a glove on the left hand, and to 
mark the box with a ticket for identification in case any 
of the fruit is found injured at the packing-house; be- 
fore taking the fruit in it will remain one night in the 
orchard after picking, to allow for cooling; all the roads 
leading to the packing-house have been graveled and the 
wagons provided with springs; at the packing-house the 
boxes will be picked up six at a time on rubber-wheeled 
trucks and carefully placed on the floor. 


After being carried horizontally t. the grading table, 
without elevator or dump, the fruit will be carefully in- 
spected and assigned to its proper grade. Passing to 
the canvas bins, another precaution is provided. ‘The 
bins are automatically weighted to prevent the fruit ¢rom 
dropping too far, and, like the picket, the packer will be 
required to have the left hand gloved. |

—special study of this subject showing 
rect relation between the length of life 
the colon—the longer the colon and 
tention of fecal matters in it, the shorter 
life. The reason for this interesting 
finds to be the enormous development by 
germs which find entrance to the colon, take up their 
abode there, and subsist upon the remnants of foodstuffs 
which have escaped digestion. Strasburger claims 
have proved that some trillions of bacteria are. 
charged from the colon daily. Nearly all of these 
duce poisons, some of which are highly deadly in char- 
acter.” 

- Incidentally, Metchnikoff calls attention to the fact 
that a South American bird, which lives upon bananas 
and other fruits, is exceedingly long-lived. 

Therefore, if you wish to live long, eliminate from 
your dietary, as far as possible, those substances which 
naturally promote the growth of germs in the colon. 
The substance which constitutes the most suitable food 
for these poison-producing forms, and in which they de- 
velop with the greatest rapidity, and produce poisons of 
the most deadly character, is the flesh of animals. It 
may be added that these same substances, which encour- 
age the growth in the colon of germs that poison and 
destroy the body, also add unnecessarily to the labor of 
the liver and kidneys. 

In other words, eat freely of sub-acid fruits and green 
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
